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Sir: 

Reconsideration of the final rejection of October 4, 2005 is 
respectfully requested because the examiner's rationale for maintaining the 
final rejection, as set forth in the advisory action of March 17, 2005 is 
considered erroneous for the following reasons: 

1. The examiner erroneously states "The instantly recited claims are 
directed to a kit ... . The currently recited claims are not drawn toward 
assay methods or assay steps." 

In point of fact, pending claims 23, 26 and 27 are "drawn toward 
assay methods." 

2. The "biotinylated (B1) antibody (L1) combined with streptavidin 
(R1) coupled to nucleic acid (M)" (p.8, para 0079, lines 54-60) which the 
examiner characterizes as applicants' "receptor I" does not meet the 
definition of "receptor I as defined by applicants' claims because it has no 
marker. 
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
